ARGUMENTS OVER MORTON’S COACHMAN. 


Judge Lacombe Will Decide Howard's 
Case This Morning. 

New York, Oct. 18.—[Special.|—The case 
of John James Howard, Levi P. Morton’s 
$35 a month English groom, came up in 
court today. The first argument was made 
by Gen. Tracy, who undertook to prove How. 
ard was a domestic and personal servant, and 
therefore exempt from the provisions of the 
alien contract labor law. There can be no 
doubt that a coachinan is a domestic and per- 
sonal servant,”’ said the General. There are 
adjudicated cases showing gardeners and 
huntsmen are domestic servants, and «er- 
tainty a coachman is in a closer personal 
relation toa family than they. It has been 
decided by the Supreme Court of the United 
States that a carriage is a household effect, 
and if that be true a man who drives is cer- 
tainly a household or domestic servant. Be- 
sides Howard instructed Mr. Morton’s 
daughters in riding, and that makes him a 

onal servant. 

United States District Attorney McFarlane 
said the law read that only “strictly domestic 
or personal servants”’ could enter. The word 
„strictly was put there to limit it to the 
narrowest possible construction. A domes- 
tic servant,” said he, is one who lives in the 
house of his employer, and Howard did not 
live in the house of Mr. Morton, but in the 
house of the head coachman, White, and paid 
board. Judge Lacombe wiil decide the case 
tomorrow morning.

LINOOLN OLUB REOEPTION BRINGS 
OUT ENTHUSIASM, 
— 


Five Huadred Persons Gather in the Club- 
House and Listen te Sound Republican 
Doctrine Expounded by Men Who Are 
Old and Men Whe Are New in the Ranks 
of the Farty-Number of Euathasiastic 
Meetings Held in Different Parts of the 
City. 

Five hundred Republican voters attended

Resolutions Praising the Manner in Which 


They Were Generally Treated at the 
‘Registration Places Are Adopted at a 

Meeting in the Grand PacificeStories of 

the Campaign Are Told-At One Session 

the Women Are Advised Not to Crowd 

the Men—Announcements of Meetings. 
It was to have been an experience meeting 
that 125 Republican women held in the main 
parlors of the Grand Pacitic Hotel yesteraay 
afternoon. But there were so many matters 
to be reported from the wards and precincts 
that most of the funny things were forgotten, 
All agreed that generaliy they had been well 
treated at the registration booths and so it 
was that by unanimous vote the judges and 
clerks were thanked in the following resolu- 
tion : 


Resolved, That a vote of thanks be tendered by 
the Woman's Republican Campaign committee 
to the judges and clerks of election throughout 
the city for the general courtesy which they ex- 
tended to women on registration , Oct. 16. 

It appeared from the numerous reports 
made the women did some hard work and 
they were inclined to take credit for the large 
registration in the wards where they had been 
most active. They had some odd experiences 
in convincing women they should vote and it 
develo there were good campaigners in 
the gathering. One in particular was Mrs. 
Dr. Randolph, who was vigorous in her efforts 
in getting married women in the block 
adjoining Bowen and Cottage Grove avenues 
to get out and register. Sbe had a book con- 
taming the names of all the Republican 
womea in the block and she related her ex- 
RT ee ee as follows: 

had a busy day getting the women in 
that block to leave their homes long enough 
to register, but I made it lively for them and 
did pretty well. I went to every flat and 
house and was notscared away from any of 
them unless they were Democrutic homes, 
and I did not want them to register any way. 
If there was no response with the first ring of 
the bell 
a little harder. This usually brought a woman 
to the door, then I would argue with her thus: 
It will do a great deal of good for you to 
vote for Trustees. Don’t you know all the 
text books on political economy are now 
written by Englishmen; they teach free trade 
because it helps England. It hurts the Unit- 
ed States. You can see that, can’t you? It 
was this agitation about free trade that 
brought on the present depression. The 
prospective free 1 of the Demo- 
cratic party has depres our finances, par- 
alyzed our industries, closed our factories and 
workshops, thereby depriving labor of its 
It has increased our in- 
debtedness and brought want into thoysands 
of American homes. Tou ate interested in 
your husband having work, aren't you?’ 0. 
well; if that’s the cuse I guess I'll register.’ 
Then I would have to make engagements with 
them because they did not want to go alone, 
I was always punctual at the appointed time, 
but the women were not always so, for when 
I returned in some cases I would find the 
blinds drawn and no amount of ringing the 
bell would bring them to the door. But I’m 
going to have those women register next 
Tuesday and do their duty or they will have a 
sorry time of it.“ 

One woman in her ward work had experi- 
enced trouble with husbands who refused to 
let their wives register, and she wanted some 
sort of a proclamation issued by the meeting 
directing husbands to let their wives register. 
Mrs. Shattuck, the Chairman of the meeting, 
suggested, however, that the committee had 
trouble enough without interfering with do- 
mestic relations of households. So the proc- 
lamation was not iss’ ‘1, 

The effect of canvassing was clearly brought 
out by the reports. Good work, it was seen, 
could be accomplished in all the wards except 
those in which foreigners predominated. But 
little could be done with them. The Twelfth 
Ward women promised to double their regis- 
tration next Tuesday and thought they could 
get 2,000 Repuplican votes. The reports 
also showed that a great many pre- 
cincts were missed in the returns, 
returns showed only forty women istered 
in the Twenty-second Ward, while 
teported yesterday that in the First and Sec- 
ond Precincts alone 100 had registered. In 
the Eighteenth Precinct of the Fourteenth 
Ward Mrs. Dr. Burwash said thirty-two 
women had registered, but that none was re- 

rted. In the Eignth Precinct of: the Sixth 

‘ard three times as many registered as were 
reported. The fact that some of the judges 

sok the initials of the names of women in- 
stead of the full Christian name caused doubt 
in the minds of some of those at the meeting 
whether the women when they asked to vote 
would be able to identify themselves, 
was no way of telling by the name as written 
whether it was that of a man or a woman. 


Ihe instructions of the Election Commission- 


ers to write the word woman after the name 
of each female was not observed in all the 
wards.

The Demo- 
rats and Populists got into trouble this year 
about the division of the nominations, anda 
faction of the Populists in control of the con- 
vention turned down the old leaders who had 
done much to secure success in past 
campuigns, As a result the old liners 
are sore and there is consider- 
able disaffectron, In Clay, Norman, and. 
Polk Counties, former alliance strongholds, 
there will be a large falling off in the Popu- 
list vote. In the central portion of the State 
the Republicans are not losing any ground, 
while the southern and southwestern portions, 
where the dairy interests have made many of 
the farmers prosperous, will give the usual 
Republican majorities, The general senti- 
ment seems to prevail that there is no 
justification for the claims of the Populists in 
Minneapolis. St. Paul, and Duluth, estimat- 
img the vote to be as large as that of two 
years ago, There is fusion on several candi- 
dates for the Senate and House, but it is 
claimed by the committeemen it will be ab- 
solutely impossible tor the anti-Republican 
vote to obtain control of the Legislature on 
joint ballot. The Senate may be close, but 
the House will have a clear Republican ma- 


jority of at least twenty-five. 


Milliken Out of Congressional Race.

LOSS UNDERNEW LAW. 


TARIFF RECEIPTS $20,000,000 Un- 
DER GOVERNMENT EXPENSES., 


This Is the Record for Only Forty-seven 
Days and the Prospective Deficiency 
for the Year Amounts to More than 
$100,000,000 — Lyman Trumbull Ex- 
plains That One Political Speech from 
Him Is All He Wants=Complaint as to 
the Insufficiency of National Museum, 


Wasnincrox, D. C., Oct. 18.—[Special.]— 
The most painful duty the average Democrat 
now has to perform is to look occasionally 
into the workings of bis pet tariff law. It 
was claimed for it that it would immediately 
increase the revenues and do away with the 
troubles which have surrounded the Treasury 
Department ever since the people began to 
know the Democrats were going to revise the 
tariff and reduce it. The new tariff went into 
effect, it will be remembered, the last days of 
August. It is fair to put Sept. 1 as the be- 
ginning of its operations, since it could hare 
had at the best but two days in August. 

The full receipts of the Treasury Depart- 
ment under the new law from customs, in- 
ternal revenue, and miscellaneous were dur- 
ing the first month, September, $22,621,228, 
or an average of $754,040 perday. This 
was, however, larger than the normal, be- 
cause there was a great quantity of goods 
piled up in the warehouses at New York and 
elsewhere waiting entry. The fact that the 
tirst month’s receipts were above the normal 
is shown by those of.the second month, for the 
receipts from Oct. 1 to Oct. 18 were only 
$11,002,591, or an average of $647,211 per 
day. This makes the average receipts from 
all sources from Sept. 1 to Oct 18 $700,620 
per day, or a total for the forty-seven days of 


$33,623,819. 

As to the expenditures during thaftime 
they were, during the month of September, 
$30,323,018. During the period from Oct. 
1 to 18 they were $22,276,000. This makes 
the total expenditures from Sept. 1 to Oct. 18 
$52,099,018. This, it will be observed, is 
much more than the receipts were. The re- 
ceipts, as shown above, were, from Sept. 1 to 
Oct. 18, $33,623,819, and the expenditures 
$52,099,018. Deduct the receipts from the 
expenditures and one finds the new law in the 
first forty-seven days of its operation fell 
over $18,000,000 short of producing the 
amount of the expenditures. o be accurate, 
the deficiency in the forty-seven days from 
Sept. 1 to Oct. 18 was $18,975,199, or at 
the rate of $403.727 per day. If this is car- 
ried out at this rate during the full year the 
deficiency for the year will be $147,360,355. 

Of course it is understood the law is not 
now bringing in any revenue from the sugar 
duty, but it has been assumed that the receipts 
from the rush of goods from the bonded 
warehouses would during the first few weeks 
be fully — * to equal the loss from sugar 
duties, which would not begin until some time 
next year. But even if the full expected 
amount of sugar duty is added the receipts for 
the year seem likely, according to this, to fall 
about $100,.000,000 short of the expendi- 
tures, for the sugar duty is not expected to 
amount to over $40,000,000 a year. 

In this connection it may be interesting 
to compare the workings of the present 
tariff law with those of the McKinley tariff, 
which went into effect Oct. 1, 1890, or within 
a day or two of that time. The receipts dur- 
ing the first two months under that law were 
$67,901,848, or an average of $1,111,834 
per day, aguinst an average of $700,620 per 
day in the history of the present tariff law to 
dute. And it must be remembered, too, that 
the season of the year is the same, and many 
other circumstances entirely similar. The re- 
ceipts under the McKinley law averaged over 
$400,000 per day greater than under the 
present law. comparing them in the same pe- 
riod of the existence of the law,.at the same 
season of the year and under other similar 
circumstances, 

The record of the new law for the forty- 
seven days from Sept. 1 to Oct. 18 may be 
summed up as follows:

„My principal reason for delivering an ad- 
dress before a gathering of Populists in Lili- 
nois, remarked Lyman Trumbull, “ grew 
out of a desire not to reénter politics but to 
place before people whom I could not other- 
wise reach some facts and figures, It oc- 
curred to me if I addressed the Sunset club 
or the organization in which Lyman T. Gage 
is one of the moving spirits the effect would 
not be near so greatas it would be if I went 
before a class of people who were in need of 
just such information as I had at my com- 
mand. I find from figures obtained since my 
address was delivered that, practically speak- 
ing, the United States belongs to about 1,200 
people, constituting a moneyed aristocracy. 
Such an institution is utterly at variance with 
all our teachings and doctrines, and par- 
ticularly when one reflects that these 
immense fortunes have only been made since 
1860, or during and since the war. Think of 
the income of a member of the Astor fam- 
ily being $8,000,000 per annum, and I am 
informed by those who profess to know the 
facts, that Mr. Leiter of Chicago is ia receipt 
of an income of not less than $1,000,000 a 
year. My object in going before the people 
at the time I did was to impress upon them 
the necessity for properly guarding against 
any unjust accumulation of wealth at the ex- 
pense and ruin of the masses, and both Pop- 
ulists and Democrats profess to have derived 
considerable comtort from the tenor of my 
remarks. Buti am out of politics so far as 
any participation may be concerned and I 
shall not make any more speeches no matter 
how much I may be importuned. When it 
was represented to me that possibly the 
people of Lliinois might want to hear me on 
the occasion to which I have referred I con- 
sented willingly, although I made up my 
mind that it shouid not lead to any further 
campaigning on my part.“

According to a statement made by the 
Board of Regents of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution the amount of the bequests of James 
Smithson, deposited in the Treasury of the 
United States mg 10, 1846, was $515,169. 
Additions since have made the permanent 
fund’ of the institution $903,000. Prof. 
Langley in his report to the regents says in 
regard to the National Museum: In re- 
spect to this provision for purchase, the Na- 
tional Museum stands at the foot of 
all American museums, being surpassed even 
by every municipal museum of note with 
which lam acquainted. The disadvantage in 
which it stands, when compared with what are 
now its competitors in the national collections 
of the leading countries of Europe, has grown 
painfully obvious. Important collections 
made in this country of the objects illustrating 
the vanishing life ot its own native races of 
men and animals—coliections which can never 
be made again, and never be replaced—are 
being permanently withdrawn to enrich the 
museums of Europe. This has ‘already gone 
so far that it is necessary in order to atudy the 
past life of our own Mississippi Valley to go 
to England, while for that of Southern Alas- 
ka we must go to Berlin, and for the Califor- 


nian coast we must go to Paris, and so on.

WORK OF TROOPS IN RECENT STRIKE. 


Gen. Ruger Reviews Their Conduct in the 
California Campaign. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Oct. 18.— The annual 
report of Brig.-Gen. Thomas H. Ruger, com- 
manding the Department of California, made 
public today, isjdevoted largely to the great 
strike. Of this aubject the report says in part: 

There is sufficient evidence for belief that the 
strikers would have resorted, in the absence of a 
military force, to any degree of violence to pre- 
vent the operation of railroads centering at Los 
Angeles except upon terms dictated by them- 
selves. There is no doubt the murder of the four 
soldiers and the engineer by the wrecking of the 
train July 11 was the act of the strikers, who 
left Sacramento before the train was started, and 
also little doubt that it was known beforehand 
to a considerable number of other strikers that 
the track had been tampered with for the pur- 
pose of derailing the train. Proceedmgs are in 
progress in the civil courts against several men 
charged with the murder in causing death by the 
wrecking of the train. 

Gen. Ruger pays a highcompliment to the 
naval forces landed at Oakland and reviews 
the work of troops in detail. Attached to the 
report ot Gen. Ruger are similar reports fro:n 
Cols. Shafter and Graham and Commander 
Reeder. 


SUGAR TRUST OFFICIALS IN COURT. 


Plead Not Gailty in Washington to the 
Charge of Not Anawering Questions. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 18.—The sugar 
trust officials, Havemeyer and Searles, were 
arraigned in the Criminal Court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia before Judge Cole today, 
and pleaded not guilty to the indictments 
against them for refusing to answer questions 
of the Senate Sugar Trust Investigation com- 
mittee. Nathan Wilson, representing the 
trust officers, said his clients would 
reserve the right to withdraw the plea in fil- 
teen days and demur to the indictment. The 
District Attorney assented to this. Bail was 
fixed at $5,000 in each case. A. E. Tingle, 
formerly a special agent of the Treasury De- 
partment, went on the bonds and the defend- 
ants were free again. 

New York, Oct. 18.—Allen Lewis Seymour, 
a stock broker, was arrested this afternoon 
under an indictment in Washington for refus- 
ing to answer questions put to him by the 
Senate Sugar committee. 


OOTOBER BUSINESS IS LIGHTER. 


Iron and Steel Trade Feels the Influence 
of the Season. 

Crzevenanp, O., Oct. 18.—The Iron Trade 
Review says: 

The general tenor of advices from iron and 
steel selling centers is that October business is 
not up to the pace set by August and September. 
Active furnace capacity has increased at a much 
less rapid rate the last month than in the pre- 
ceding month: yet today pig-iron production 1s 
at the rate of about 8,200,000 tons per annum, 
or only 1,000,000 tons below the record of the 
banner year. Another score of furnaces in 
blast would mean an output at the rate 
of 1892. It is plain that the res- 
ent pace will not be preserved ong 
without an increase of stocks, and the weakness 
in the pig iron prices that has been in evidence 
the last fortnight is proof of the disparity be- 
tween production and current buying. ‘The sita- 
ation as to Bersemer iron and soft steel has 
changed but little. Billets are affected unfavor- 
ably by the shut down of tinplate mills and de 
liveries extending through the year have been 
contracted for at $15.90 at Pittsburg, while an 
important Western Penusylvania buyer is said 
to have shaded that figure. Bridge orders have 
been the most encouraging feature of late from 
the stand point of Western mills.

Ninety Per Cent of the Sons of Italy Who 
Are Citizens Will Vote the Republican

Earning: of all the Chicago transportation 
lines are showing decided increasé in the last 
few weeks. The traffic of the West Chicago 
Street railway company for September shows 
an increase of over 10 per cent over Septem- 
ber, 1892. The record 1s, of course, stil be- 
low that of 1893, but it is showing sharp in- 
crease as Compared with recent months of 
this year, The earnings of the Alley Elevated 
road have been showing material improve- 
ment geo. They are now runaing about 
8,000 passengers a day ahead of the record a 
few weeks dgo. The average daily traffic so 
far this month is 42,000. The average’ for 
September was 26,000. 

The eterlmg exchange market was firm 
again yesterday.and there were rumors of a 
$500,000 goid engagement for shipment 
from New York Saturday. Those rumors iu 
some measure bore marks of being bear am- 
munition shot into the stock market. The fact 
remains, however, that the steriing exchange 
market was firm and the situation is not a pleas 
ant one in regard to the gold movement.

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UNOTION ISSUED AGAINST THE 
NORTHWESTERN OOMPANY, 


of Its Pro- 
posed Route Submitted and Accepted 
Yesterday Differs from the Charter Fro- 
visions=The Officers Not Alarmed and 
Say It Is Merely a Technicality Easily 
Overcome Construction to Begin With- 
in Sixty Daya. 

Construction of the Northwestern elevated 
railroad is blocked. It will remain blocked 
until an injunction issued by Judge Windes 
is dissolved, 

Yesterday the company filed with the city 
authorities a plat of its proposed route from 
Wabash avenue, near Madison street, to 
Wilson and Evanston avenues. The plat was 
duly approved. Then late in the day Judge 
Windes, on the application of Daniel Mc- 
Carthy, who owns 2034 feet on the line of the 


road, issued an injunction on the grounds that 


the plat filed did not compiy with the terms 
of the company’s franchise. It is claimed by 
those who are fighting the road that 
its plat having been accepted it cannot build, 
under the terms of its charter, on any other 
route, and that it has now a nasty obstacle in 
its way. : 

On the other hand, officials of the company 
do not seem to be particularly worried over 
the matter; they regard it only as a tem- 
porary set-back, expect to dissolve the in- 
junction us other railway companies have 
done before them, and to begin the work of 
construction unhindered by Jan. 1. 

The injunction was served on President 
Louderback of the company just before 6 
o'clock p. m. He would make no statement 
concerning it last night. “I have bad no 
chance tolook into the matter or to advise 
with the company’s lawyers, and therefore I 
ha ve nothing to say,“ he declared. 


Court“ Order Has a Wide Scope. 

The order of the court isa comprehensive 
one. It restrains the Northwestern Elevated 
railroad company from constructing or oper - 
ating its main line until further order of the 
court, and practically declares the maps of 
the route filed with the Commissioner of 
Public Works yesterdag are not made in ac- 
cordance with the eity ordinance under which 
it secured its franchise and will not be al- 
lowed to stand as a fulfillment of the require- 
ment. The propesed main line of the North 
Side L“ road cOmmences on Wabash 
avenue, between Monroe and Madison 
streets, and extends in a northwesterly 
direction to the terminus south of Wilson and 
Evanston avenues. The order of court ex- 
tends to all points on this route and beyond 
to the city limits. 

The person who has placed the courts in the 
way of the L. road, Daniel J. McCarthy, 
lives at Oak and Market streets, and his prop- 
erty fronts on Oak street on the line of the 
proposed route. With Lizzie Connelly, Cath- 
arine G. Cuddy, William J. McCarthy, Marga- 
ret M. McCarthy, and Stephen J. McCarthy, 
his wards, he filed a bill in the Circuit Court 
yesterday asking for the injunction. The 
groun for complaint was that the 
map of the route did not comply with 
the requirements of the ordinance of Jan. 8. 
It was provided by the Council that the road 
should file with the Commissioner of Public 
Works within one year maps and plans 
showing the exact and definite location select- 
ed by it for the main line, and that after the 
plats had once been approved the company 
would loge its right to select any other loca- 
tion. McCarthy claims the maps flied yester- 
day show a mere bair line or tracing of the pro- 
posed route, and nota definite location, and, 
asthe Mayor and Commissioner of Rubiic 
Works have approved them, he informs the 
court there is no reason why the company has 
not forfeited its right to build a road. 


Proposed Route Too Short. 


The bill also claims it was incumbent upon 
the company to locate its road exactly as the 
ordinance provided, ina northerly or north- 
westerly direction to the city limits. Ac- 
cording to the complainants the loca- 
mon submitted for approval falls six 
miles short of the terminus of the road as 
laid out in the franchise, and that thereby the 
company has failed to locate its maiu road 
for the necessary distance. ‘Complainants 
show the Northwestern Eilevated railroad 
company has contracted with the Columbia 
Construction company for the construction of 
its road and that a large ferce of em- 
ployés is being engaged to prosecute the 
work. The injunction extends to the Colum. 
bia Construction company or any other con- 
cern the L' road company may engage. 
McCarthy and his wards stat» they own the 
southeast corner of Oak and Market streets, 
and that the premises are within fifty feet of 
the proposed route. The house of Daniel J. 
MeCarthy, on Oak street, is said to be on the 
direct line of the road and in danger of being 
condemned by the company. The court is in- 
formed that the damage to the property will 
be irreparable, and that the presence of the 
workmen will be a nuisance. A bond of 
$5,000 was given by the complainants upon 
the issuance of the injunction. 

President Louderback says of that portion 
of the bili which claims the road must be 
platted at once to the city limits: We have 
one year in which to file a plat to the city 
limits and three years in which to complete 
the road to Wilson avenue. We have to go to 
work on that portion of the road immediately. 
All that is necessary is for us to e a piat of 
the rest of the road between now and Jan. 8.”’ 


Piats Which Caused the Suit. 

The plats in which the suit was brought were 
filed with Commissioner Jones by Engineer 
Weston of the road and were at once sent tu 
Engineer Artingstall, who approved them for 
the city and afterwards sent them to the 
Mayor for his approval, which was given. The 
company has not asked for a permit, as it has 
not yet reached that point where work on the 
construction of the road can be begun. Un- 
der the terins of the ordinance the company 
is required to fle the plat with 
the partment ot Public Works, 
and this action was completed yesterday. 
The company is also required to have the 
main line of the road completed and in oper- 
ation within three years from the passage of 
the ordinance to Wilson avenue and to city 
limits in ten years, and the five branches must 
be completed and in operation before the ex- 
piration of five years from the time of the 
passuge of the ordinance, or the company for- 
feits its charter and the deposit of $100,000 
which is now on deposit with the Commis. 
sioner of Public Works. Commissioner Jones 
will probably notify the company within a 
day or two that the plat of the route has been 
approved by the Mayor and filed with the 
City Engineer for future reference, 

Route Desired by the Company. 


The route laid down in the plats is as fol- 
ows: 

Starting at a point on Wabash avenue be. 
tween Monroe and Madison streets, going 
west to Dearborn street and making a curve 
to get around the First Natioral Bank Build. 
ing, and cro-sing Clark street toa point be- 
tween La Salle street and Fifth avenue, thence 
straight north between these streets to 
Randolph street, where the right of way is to 
be enlarged to 100 feet; the road crosses 
the river at a point between La Salle 
street and Fifth avenue, going to the 
alley between Michigan and Iilinois streets. 
thence west toa point between Market and 
Franklin streets, thence north between these 
two streets to a point 166 feet south of North 
avenue, curving west to the south side of the 
alley south of North avenue, thence west to 
Weed street, going north bet weer Halsted and 
Burling street to the alley north of North ave- 
nue, west to Dayton street, thence northwest 
between Clybourn avenue and Bissell strectto

Officials of the 
corporation say the injunction is not likely to 
delay them, that it is only one of the inci- 
dental obstacles that get in the way of all 
such work and that they know how to over- 
come all little difficulties of the sort.

Twenty-four Merchants Sentenced at 


Peoria=Other Court Cases. 

Psgoria, III., Oct. 18.—[Special, ]—Judge 
Grosscup presided at the session of the United 
States Court for the Southern Division of the 
Northern District of Illinois. Mrs. Maggie 
Moore won her case against The lowa State 
Travelers’ Association. The jury gave her 
damages of $5,000, the full amount of her 
claim.

After All Those Arraigned Plead “Not 
Guilty” the Least Conspicuous Defend- 
ants Change Their Piea and Receive 
First Offense Sentences—Hard: Task of 
Locating the Proprietors of the Lead- 
ing Places Raided=Those Found Guilty 
Have Money to Pay. 


The boss gamblers of Chicago—the men 
whoown the establishments in which the 
tiger had its habitation until the Civic Feder- 
ation got into action—were full of glee last 
night over the ridiculous ease with which they 
beat the indictments returned against them by 
the last grand jury. It was the sim- 
plest and also the most transparent 
scheme in the world. Euch and 
every man arraigned before Judge 
Dunne pleaded “not guilty.” When it be. 
came evident that some one had to suffer a 
scapegoat was provided. The least conspicu- 
ousdefendant of each true bill would then 
ask to withdraw his plea and enter that of 
guilty. Notthe least convenient result of 
this plan was to confine the penalties within 
the limit for first offenses. 

Fifteen cases were called yesterday after- 
noon and four convictions were secured out 
of the first five cases heard. The following 
pleaded guilty to owning and operating the 
well-known gambling houses of Hankins and 
Romaine, and were assessed. the maximum 
limit of the fine for first offenses:

THE DEMOCRATS UNFIT TO GOVERN, 

The Demoe ratic party was out of power for 
a third of a century.. Its mission during that 
period was to descant on what it considered 
to be the blunders of the Republican party. 
Ae that organization did, make occasional 
blunders during its long career, and as it was 
better that it should be criticised sharply for 
them, it will be seen that the Democracy 
filled an humble but useful part. It would 
have served the country better, however, had 
it criticised more judiciously, for it got into a 
bad habit of finding fault with everything the 
Republicans did—even when they were put- 
ting down the rebellion and saving the Union. 

The Democrats not merely picked flaws in 
what the Republicans did, but said they could 
do intinitely better if given a chance. The 
voters, unfortunately for themselves, and also 
for the credit of the Democracy, took these 


1 critics at their word and put them in charge. 


Then it was that the people saw what they 
might otherwise have remained in ignorance 
of, the utter inability of the Democracy to ad- 
minister the Government of the United States 
in such a way as to satisfy anybody with the 
exception of foreign manufac: urers, 

Soon after the Democrats took hold an in- 
dustrial paralysis attacked the country. The 

wheels stopped going round. The workman 
dropped his tools for there was nothing for 
bim todo. The factories were closed. The 
shopkeeper sat idle in his store. This un- 
happy state of affairs was the more striking 
because it followed on the heels of a period of 
great prosperity. While he Republicans 
were in power and the Democrats were still 
playing the part of critics the wheels did go 
round and the spindles turned. If men were 
unemployed it was because they were lazy 
and did not want to work. If men did not 
save something out of their wages it was be- 
cause they spent too much in the saloon and 
the tobacconist’s store. 

This lamentable breakdown of the party of 
criticism—a breakdown which is so manifest 
that it has caused thousands of the most in- 
telligent members of that party to announce 
publicly that they have left it, just as other 
Democrats left it at an earlier day when they 
discovered its pro-slavery tendencies—is not 
due so much to the fact that it has been out 
of power so long as to the fact that it brought 
into the White House and the Capitol with it 
a mass of musty, worn out, fantastical, obso- 
leto ideas, bred on the slave plantations of the 
South, and attempted to administer the gov- 
ernment in accordance with them. The con- 
sequences were disastrous. 

One fundamenta:. politico-economic differ- 
ence between the two parties is that the R- 
publicans seek to promote the welfare of the 
producer by giving him good wages while 
the Democrats say that their object is to look 
after the consumer by giving him low prices. 
The Democrats borrowed this idea ftom a 
slaveholding community—from planters who 
owned their own labor and who wanted to 
clothe it and supply it with tools as cheaply 
as possible so that a larger share of the 
proceeds of that involuntary labor might go 
to the slave-owner. He was the consumer 
whose interests the Democratic party looked 
after when it passed the tariff lawsof 1846 
aad 1857. 

The Republican theory is that if the pro- 
ducer is taken care of he will take care of 
himself as a consumer and also of the con- 
sumers of his own household. If the head cf 
the family gets good wage s his wife and chil- 
dren will not suffer. If he is not getting 
good wages they will be cold, hungry, and 
poorly c'ad, though the price of goods may 
have sunk to a vanishing point. 

The Democrats seeing goods cheaper abroad 
than here assume that the American consum- 
er will be better off if the laws are altered so 
those cheap foreign goods can pour in and re- 
place the dearer American ones. But they 
will not see that the free admission of those 
goods pulls down the American wage scale 
and reduces disproportionately the exchange- 
able value of the labor of the American pro- 
ducer, and that consequently he and the con- 
sumers who are dependent on him can buy 
less of the cheaper goods than they could 
formerly of the dearer ones. 

Many things are cheaper now than they 
were two years ago. Wheat is cheaper, but 
the consumer does not eat more bread be- 
cause his wages have shrunk so much, Cloth- 
ing is cheaper, but that does not profit the 
consumers who are out of work. Rents are 
lower, but the number of vacant houses in- 
creases. When the ex-producer gets no wages 
he can pay no rent. What does it matter to 
bim that the house which he paid twenty 
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Obstinately attached to this crazy 


prices are low, no matter how many producers 
may be idle, the Democrats set to work to put 
it in practice. They have lowered prices, but 
no enehas any money with which to buy 
goods, The wheels have ceased to go round. 
Every branch of industry languishes. Bat 
instead of admitting their mistake the Demo- 
crats say the only way to cure the patient is 
with a hair of the dog that bit him. Prices 
are low and the producer impoverished. They 
say prices must be lowered still more by a 
further reduction of tariff duties and producers 
and consumers e to the starvation 
point. 

This is the political wisdom of the party 
which has been critisising the Republicans 
for over thirty years. It has shown its unfit- 
ness to govern by the ruin it has brought on 
those over whom it rules. No wonder that 
the people have made up their minds to make 
it resume the position it has filled 60 long. of 
the Seolding Opposition party, useful asa 
critic but worthless as an ad:ninistrator. 


THE OHIO LYNCHING RIOT. 

The riot and fatalities attending the attempt 
of a mob to lynch a colored man at Washing- 
ton Court-House, O., are deplorable, but it 
is matter for congratulation that the authori- 
ty of the law was enforced. The criminal, 
Dolby, had assaulted a woman named Boyd. 
He was arrested, convicted, and sentenced to 
twenty years’: imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary, the limit of the penalty for that offense 
in Ohio. 
the jail, pending his removal to Columbus, 
The people of the vicinity were not satisfied 
with the penalty, and forming a mob proceed- 
ed to take the law into their own hands. The 
local militia was called out. The mob as- 
saulted the militia, and as a last resort they 
were ordered to fire upon their assailants, 
which they did with fatal effect, killing three 
and wounding about a dozen others. The mob 
was dispersed, reinforcements were sent for, 
and the negro yesterda} was safely lodged in 
the penitentiary. Deplorabie as the affair was 
there can be but one opinion concerning it 
among all law-abiding men. The laws ought 
to be enforced. The troops did their duty. 
The Governor acted promptly and decisively. 
If Dolby bad beer lynched it would have been 
tantamount to the acknowledgment that the 
decrees of the courts could not be enforced in 
that county and that justice was powerless. 
The result shows it has not yet come to the pass 
in Ohio that the seutence of a court cannot be 
executed. From this point of view the out- 
come has taught the useful lesson that one 


crime cannot bea sufficient excuse for com- 


mitting another when the processes of Jaw are 
in complete operation. 

Whether the lesson will be heeded is another 
matter. In the South and in the border 
States, as well as in the southern portions of 
Northern States settled largely by people from 
the South, the people are firm in the convic- 
tion that a negro guilty of ravishing a white 
woman should be hanged. This sentiment 
was born and bredin them. It was exempli- 
fied at Washington Court-House. Although the 
law was prompt in its execution and the ex- 
tremity of the penalty was dealt out the peo- 
ple were not satisfied. They clamored for the 
death of the guilty man and set themselves 
about to compass it. The same law which 
had decreed his punishment was employed to 
enforce it and when it was resisted the ine vi- 
table result took place. So long as this senti- 
ment prevails, however, it will be of no use 
for Miss Wells to lecture here or abroad 
against the lynching of negroes charged with 
this offense. Fortunately the offense and the 
usurping of the functions of the law are of 
rare gccurrence in the North and there is not 
much need of missionary work in changing 
the sentiment of which we have spoken. In 
the South, however, that sentiment is almost 
universal and all the mote vigorous because 
of the notorious weakness of Southern courts 
and their inability to enforce their own proc- 
esses. Lynching in the South is not con- 
fined to negroes convicted of rape. They are 
lynched for every conceivable offense, and 
sometimes for no offense at all except that of 
bemg negroes. These latter cases, however, 
are growing more infrequent and there is rea- 
son to hope that at some distant day they may 
disappear altogether. But there is not much 
reason to hope that lynching for the foul 
crime of rape is on the decrease. Much edu- 
cation will have to be exerted and there must 
be a radical strengthening of the courts be- 
fore acy reform can be expected in such 
cases. 


WHEAT NEEDS AND PROSPECTS. 

If the figures in the October report by the 
government statistician be stripped for need- 
less attempts at impossible accuracy they will 
show that the wheat crop of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland the present 
year amounts to 62 million bushels, and the 
requirements for consumption are 240 mill- 
ions. That is, the home production of the 
British Isles is little more than a quarter of 
the quantity of wheat consumed by their in- 
habitants. A few years ago the home pro- 
duction of wheat was one-third of the con- 
sumption, farther back it was a half, and hard- 
ly more than half a century since the British 
farmers raised nearly all the wheat needed 
for use in their country. While the popula- 
tion has increased, the production of wheat 
has diminished. The table as telegraphed 
from Washington credits Holland with a con- 
sumption of 35 million bushels of wheat per 
annum and Belgium with only 25 millions. 
Probably this is an inversion, as the popula- 
tion of Belgium is to that of Holland nearly 
in the ratio of 4 to 3. | 

According to the Washington estimate the 
approximate requirements for this cereal 
year, by countries which raise less wheat than 
they consume, is only 116 million bushels, 
As India, Argentina, Canada, and Australia 
may be counted on to have wheat to sell, the 
report does not give much ereouragement to 
people in the United States tu look for an 
active export movement from this country. 
But the stated deficit is not necessarily the 
correct one. A third part of it has been ex- 
ported from the United States alone in the 
first quarter of the crop year, and there is no 
reason to suppose there will be any great fall- 
ing off in the movement during the next 
seven and a half months. 

Still, it does not seem probable that our 
wheat and flour exports for the twelve months 
will éxceed 150 million bushels, and if the 
crop be equa! to 500 millions, as isigenerally 
supposed in the trade, the remainder is fully 
equal to-domestic requirements for bread and 
seed, leaving untouched the large surplus 
with which the current crop year began in the 
United States. By so much as the exports 
fall short of 150 millions, the surplus at the 
close of next June may be expected to in- 

crease, If, however, the latest government 
estimate, fora crop of about 440 millions, 
be approximately correct, there may #e a re- 
spectable diminution of the surplus, with 
some rise in prices consequent on that fact. But 
the official estimates do not commend them- 
selves to the good sense of the people in the 
trade to an extent that promises for the 
American farmer an important advance in 
the prices to be received by him for wheat of 
the latest crop. Possibly this deduction may 
be vitiated by the fact that it does not take 
into account the large quautities of wheat 
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three months for the feeding of live stock. 
But on general principles it is permissible to 


draw the conclusion that the wheat raising 


business in the United States is overdone for 
the present, and that it would be well for 
American farmers to cease the cultivation of 
wheat on the poorer lands which are better 
adapted to other purposes. 


HOW THE NEW TARIFF HURTS CALI. 
FORNIA. : 


The San Francisco Chronicle shows why 
the people of California have grave and nu- 
merous reasons for being dissatisfied with the 
operation of the new tariff law, and why they 
ought to vote for a change. It says the im- 
mediate effect of the law being to discourage 
manufacturing industry all over the country 
it has deprived California of thousands of po- 
tential domestic customers for many of its 
products. Its produvers do not sell raisins 
and prunes, and canned fruit, and dried fruits 
to millionaires. All those things are articles 
of necessity, not of luxury, and their con- 
sumption is diminished by any fiscal system 
which reduces the wages of workingmen in 
the Eastern States, thus directly injuring the 
interests of the Pacific slope. 

The Chronicle also says California for 
many years has produced from 35 to 40 mill- 
ion pounds of-wool per annum. The indus- 
try permitted the utilization of large tracts of 
land otherwise valueless, and the proceeds of 
the sales of wool added largely to the wealth 
and prosperity of the State. The new tariff 
puts wool on the free list, which means that 
the producers of wool in Australia and Argen- 
tina may land their cheap wool in the United 
States without paying for the privilege of 
competing with the American producer. The 
Wilson bill makes wool-growing in California 
virtually impossible. The sheep must be sent 
to the shambies instead of being kept for their 
wool. The Democratic party in California is 
trying to persuade the people of the State that 
nothing but local issues are concerned in the 
present contest. The wool-growers cannot be 
induced to believe this. 


The duty on raisins has been reduced from 


2 to 134 cents per pound, Under the former 
rate the California raisinmaker could com- 


pete in the great markets of the East with the 


Spanish raisin, the duty compensating [for the 
cheaper foreign labor and cheapness of ocean 
transportation. The reduction means the 
crippling of the California industry and the 
ultimate surrender of the market to the for- 
eign producer, Prunes stand in the same 
category. The duty was reduced from 2 to 
11 cents just as the industry was becoming 
firmly established in California. The people 
who have invested thousands of dollars in 
prune culture hardly will be content to settle 
the pending campaign on the basis of purely 
local issues, Dried fruits of all other kinds 
have been reduced in duty from 2 cents per 
pound to 20 per centad valorem, and almonds 
from 5 to 8 cents per pound. The nut in- 
dustry of the State, especially in almonds and 
walnuts, has made great progress in recent 


years, only to be choked if not killed off by 


the new tariff. 

Under the McKinley law the California out- 
put of beet sugar last year was nearly 45 
million pounds, with every prospect of an in- 
crease to be measured by thousands of tons. 
The removal of the bounty of 2 cents a pound 
for 15 years puts an end to the profitable cul- 
tivation of sugar beets and sends the Cali- 
fornia farmer back to raising wheat at Dem- 
ocratic prices, which means bankruptcy if 
not starvation. This silly piece of legislation 
hurts every class of the community that 
works fora living. It not only hurts the pro- 
ducer and those dependent upon bim, but 
does not benefit the consumer, since sugar 
never was so cheap as when the bounty law 
was in active operation. The barley crop of 
the State ranged from 15 to 27 million 
bushels annually. The reduction of the im- 
port duty isa bonus to Canada at the expense 
of California. The bariey growers of that 
State cannot sell their product to the great 
brewers in Albany and other points in New 
York, as the Canadians ean beat them hollow 
on the question ot transportation. 

What do the American toilers who work in 
the logging camps and sawmills of the Pacific 
slope think of a law which makes British 
Columbia lumber, got out principally by 
Chinese labor, a free competitor with the 
California product? Every cargo of British 
Columbia lumber landed in San Francisco is 
so much bread and butter taken out of their 
mouths. There must be either a shutting 
down of many California mills or a reduction 
of wages in the lumbering business. The 
Democrats in Congress seem to have been 
much more interested in the Rothschilds and 
in Mexicothan in the miners of California 
and the Pacific coast. The duty on quick- 
silver was reduced from 10 cents to 7 cents 
per pound, and that on lead ore from 1} to 
cent per pound. The latter makes it im possi- 
ble to work base bullion mines in Nevada and 
permits the country to be flooded with cheap 
ores from Mexico. 

This is only an incomplete synopsis of what 
the people of California are suffering and have 
to suffer from the operation of the new tariff 
law. Yet with all this manifest mischief star- 
ing them in the face they are invited by the 
Democrats to elect Democratic Congressmen, 
so that they may have inflicted upon them 
more of the same sort of suffering. They are 
asked to vote so that the duties now remain- 
ing may be taken off to the still greater dam- 
age of American interests already laid pros- 
trate in the dust by the Wiison bill with its 
600 amendments made by the Senate. Sure- 
ly it is time for the people of California to 
rouse up and positively decline to be deceived 
further by the shallow sophistries of a party 
which, having partly ruined them by false rep- 
resentations, now is trying to make them be- 
lieve only local issues are involved in the 
pending campaign. 


REED ON THE M’KINLEY LAW. 

A local Democratic paper prints an inter- 
view with ex-Speaker Reed in which he is 
represented as having this to say about the 
McKinley bill: 

When he appointéd the Ways and Means com- 
mittee he divided it up between the radical pro- 
tectionists of the East and the more moderate 
protectionists of the West. He appointed a man 
from Minnesota, a man from Iowa, and a man 
from California, supposing that these men, com- 
ing from these sections, would have much to do 
in the making of the bill. But the man who up- 
set all the calculations was Mr. Gear of Iowa, 
now Senator from that State. Mr. Gear seemed 
to have but one object, and that was to get sugar 
on the free list. He paid little attention to any- 
thing else than the sugar schedule, thus giving 
the Eastern men the control of the committee. 
resuiting in a much different bill from what had 
been calculated upon. 

Mr. Reed is also quoted as saying that: 

“If the Republicans should be successful this 
year nothing further will be done with the tariff 
until after 1896, and business will have a chance 
to revive. On this issge there could be no doubt 
as to the result.“ 

Mr. Reed said that in his opinion it would not 
necessarily follow that the return of the Repub- 
lican party to power in 1896 meant the reénact- 
ment of the McKinley law. Mr. Reed did not 
think that the party would make that issue. 
Conditions had changed materially in the last 
six or eight years and there was room for many 
modifications in the McKinley bill 

If the Republican party comes into power 
in 1896 it will so modify the existing tariff 
law as to protect American industries to a 
reasonable point, but not beyond that point 
to one where trusts will be createi. The 
present law will be so modified as to restore 


the American wage scale which it has cut 


pow and to secure American labor agaiust 
| the undercutting competition of cheap Euro- 


pean labor, thus placing domestic industry on 
a solid ground. It will be modified so that 
labor can be employed freely once more. 
Duties will be raised where they are too low 
now, Where the present ones appear to give 


sufficient protection when the time comes to | 


revise the tariff they will be left as they are. 
Assuming Mr. Reed to have been correctly 
reported, it appears that the McKinley law 
was not exactly what McKinley would have 
made it had he been left to himself, nor was 
it what Mr. Reed thought the committee he 
had selected would get up. It seems that Mr. 
Reed relied on the moderate protectionists of 


the West to hold the balance even, but Gov. 


Gear fell in with the Eastern members, who 
in some cases wanted too much protection, 
and between them they got up a measure 
which was open to the objection made by 
Tun TRIBUNE at the time it was under er 
eration. 

There are few Republicans who do not 
adinit now that it would have been better if 
the words of warning of Tun Trisunz had 
been heeded. Therefore Mr. Reed might 
have said even more positively than he did 
that a Republican triumphin 1896 wili not 
mean the reénactment verbatim et literatim 
et punctuatim of the McKinley law. It will 


mean simply the reésiablishment of judicious 
moderato protection suited to the conditions 
of 1896. 


Tun Dean of the University Medical Schoo! 
in Minneapolis professes to have made the 
discovery that hypnotisin can be utilized as 
an anzsthetic and that teeth can be filled 
and pulled, bones burned away under the 
gums, and other usually painful operations 
performed upon the teeth and the jaws, of 
which the hypnotized patient has no con- 
sciousness. This might be a delightful dis- 
covery, provided the patient has confidence 
in the hypnotizer. Undoubtedly there is no 
class of operators who have more numerous 
or diabolical devices of producing pain and 
physical discomfort than the teeth pullers 
and fillers, If any agency can be found which 
will thwart their jaw inquisition it will be 
hailed with general eacclamation. But the 
despair of this situation is that not every den- 
tist has hypnotic power. The majority of 
dentists, in fact, have about as much of it as 
aclam. As to the few who may have it there 
will be a general desire to know what kind of 
persons they are before patients will intrust 
themselves to them, as once under thejnfiu- 
ence of this mental or magnetic anzsthetic 
there is no getting out except at the will of 
the operator. It requires’ a very hystericky, 
nervous person, or one destitute of any con- 
iderable degree of will power, to yield to 
the persuasions of the hypnotist, and such 
would have to be protected in some way 
against evil disposed hypnotizers. Under the 
circumstances, even if the Minneapolis dean 
can do all that he claims, it does not follow 
that the new anesthetic will come into gen- 
eral use. Any one can give ether, chloroform, 
or laughing gas, and no person can claim ex- 
emption from their influences. On the other 
hand, very few have hypnotic power and no 
person who has normal wits or anything like 
a sound body is likely to be influenced by it. 
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Tux cartoon in Taz Triscuns of yesterday 
represented the Democratic donkey as play- 
ing the role of the bull in the national china 
shop.

They not only have 
inflicted an immense amount of damage 
upon American producers, but have given 
just cause of complaint to the governments 
with whom they broke the national treaties 
in summary fashion, 


Tue latest development made by the Lexow 
committee, which is investigating the Tam- 
many thieves and plunderers, is that the 
police officials have been levying blackmail 
on the proprietors of soda fountains, on 
merchants who have used awnings, and on 
other merchants .who own trucks, When 
some one inquired of Mr. Goff, the com- 
mittee's attorney, if he had discovered any 
line of business that had not been compelled 
to pay tribute to the poiice Mr. Goff re. 
plied: “I have not, though I have been

EMPEROR WILLIAM DEDICATES FLAGS. 


Stirring Speech to the Army Upon Pres- 
, entation of the Insignia. 


Bunlax, Oct. 18.—The ceremony of dedi- 
dating the 132 flags destined for the recently 
organized four battalion of infantry regi- 
ments was performed in the presence of 
Emperor William today in front of Frederick 
the Great’s statue on Unter den Linden.. 
His Majesty afterwards presented the flags to 
the commanders of the respective battalions 
and made a speech. Notwithstanding the in- 
clement weather immense crowds ‘ined the 
streets. Stands had been erected op- 
posite thé monument and these were 
crowded with members of the aristocracy, 


diplomats, and army officers, among the lat- 


ter being a number of generals. The Em- 
peror waa the picture of health. As he spoke 
his eyes flashed and he made impressive, 
sweeping gestures. An American lady was 
the first of the thousands present to applaud. 
His Majesty turned in her direction and 
smiled upon her. The retinue attending King 
Alexander of Servia were attired in brilliant 
uniforms of red and gold and black. Emperor 
William was on horseback throughout the 
ceremony. He wore the uniform of the In- 


‘fantry Guatd and a gray Hohenzollern hat. : 


His Majesty said: 

The colors here brought together are intended 
for full detachments of troops. I hope the half- 
battalions to which they are today sent back 
will soon take their stand as full battalions of 
the army of the Fatherland. They now take over 
their martial symbols, and with them the obliga- 
tion to continue to cultivate the tradition of de- 
votion and discipline into death and uncondi- 
tional obedience to their warlord against their 
internal and external enemies. I now turn my 
eyes to the year 1861, to the reor- 
ganization of the army of William L., which 
was misunderstood by many and opposed 
by more. The King was victorious then. Then, 
as now, discord reignedamong the people. To- 
day too many things are wrongly understood. 
Today again the army is ever the only firm pillar. 
Therefore we must stand by it; stand by it ever 
in fidelity to the Emperor and the empire. 

At 5 o’clock a luncheon was served in the 
new palace and 300 covers were laid. In ad- 
dition to the Emperor and Empress there 
were present the King of Servia, a number of 
German Princes, and many high dignitaries. 
The Emperor offered a cordial toast to the 
army, referring to the special significance of 
the day. His Majesty today conferred the 
decoration of the Order of the Black Eagle on 
King Alexander. 


MARQUIS OF QUEENSBURY’S SON KILLED. 


Shot in the Head by Accident While. Hunt- 
ing in Somersetshire. 

Lorpor, Oct. 18.—Viscount Drumlanrig, 
eldest son of the Marquis of Queensbury, was 
killed by an accidental shot in the head today 
while shooting over the covers of Quantock 
Lodge, Bridgewater, Somersetshire, the resi- 
dence of Edward J. Stanley, a member of the 
House of Commons. The Viscount’s grand- 
father, the Marquis of Queensbury, met 
his death by the accidental di-. 
charge of his own gun at Kinmount 
in 1858. A former Viscount Drumlanrig 
was killed by the accidental discharge of his 
own pistol in 1745. This accident changed 
the succession to the title, with the result that 
the Dukes of Buccleuch became tne Dukes of 
Buccleuch and Queensbury. The Duke of 
Buccleuch’s eldest son, Lord Dalkeith, was 
accidentally killed while deer stalking in 
1886. Viscount Drumlanrig’s uncle, Lord 
Fraacis Douglas, was also killed by a fall 
from the Matterhorn in 1865. 


VIENNA POLICE CHARGE ON SOCIALISTS. 


Many Wounded by Sabers and Horses’ Hoofs 
Dr. Pernerstorfer’s Protest. 
Virewna, Oct. 18.—Ten thousand Socialists 
today during a procession were charged upon 
by a squadron of thirty mounted police with 
swords. One of the horses fell and a 
number of other horses stumbled over him, 
bringing their riders to the ground. Horses 
and men were struggling on the ground and 
many of the Socialists at the head of the pro- 
cession were kuocked down by the sudden on- 
slaugnt. Fifteen of the Socialists and one 
policeman were left lying on the ground, 
where they had been severely injured by saber 
strokes or the hoofs of the struggling horses. 
Dr. Pernorstorfer, a member of the Reichs- 
rath, who was arrested and released, says the 
police caused thé whole disturbance. Had it 
not been for them the procession would have 
been orderly. He intends to question the 
Reichsrath tomorrow on the subject. 


AMEER’S DEATH UNCONFIRMED. 


But the Indian Government Believes It Is 
True Situation Serious. 

Sim. A, Oct, 18.— The Indian Government 
does not confirm the annountéement made by 
a Lahr newspaper that the Ameer of Afghan- 
nistan is dead, but it is believed in govern- 
ment circles the Ameer is dead. The situa- 
tion at Caboul is considered to be serious. 
Nothing has been heard of Engineer Pyne or 
the other Europeans at Caboul for a number 
of days past. Ghoalam Haider Khan, the 
Afghan commander-in-chief, is believed to be 
absent from Caboul on a tour of inspection. 
This is looked upon as being a good sign as 
the Khan is.a violent anti-foreigner.

FOR SLEEPY HOLLOW’S HEROES. 


Monument te Their Memory to Be Dedi- 
pated Today at Tarrytown. 

New York, Oct. 18.—Arrangements for the 
dedication of the monument to the revolu- 
tionary soldiers, whose bodies are buried in 
Sleepy Hollow Cemetery at North Tarrytown, 
tomorrow, the one hundred and thirteenth 
anniversary of the surrender of Cornwallis at 
Yorktown, have taken tangible shape. The 
committee has received a communication 
from Washington that the navy will be repre- 
sented by the cruisers New York, San Fran- 
cisco, and Cincinnati, which will fire salutes. 
The Sons of the Revolution and the Sons of 
the American Revolution, , together with the 
Daughters of the Revolution, will be present, 
All the Grand Army posts of the county of 
Westchester will be on hand, and also a bat- 
tery from Fort Hamilton. Gov. Fiower has 
accepted an invitation to be present, and ex- 
Judge Noah Davis will preside over the cere- 
monies. 

The monument stands just within Sleepy 
Holiow Cemetery, near Tarrytown, crowning 
an eminence called Battie Hilt, and within 
an old redoubt thrown up to protect the his- 
toric wp 4 across the Pocantico. It will 
overlook old Dutch church where the 
kinsmen of the heroes have worshiped for 
two centuries, as well as the scenes of many 
skirmishes and much of the territory made 
ciassic by the genius of Washington Irving. 
On it are engraved the names of the known 
revolutionary heroes of that vicinity, names 
which are a patent of nobility to their de- 
scendants and representing many families of 
the vicinity as wellas many prominent men 
of other places. 

Neutral Ground was nota name given 
in grim sarcasm. as mp be suspected, but 
simply because it was part of Westches- 
ter County between the most northern posts 
of the British who held New York City and 
the most southern parts of the Americans. 
It was therefore the scene of almost incessant 
guerilla warfare, and for twe seasons the 
partisan fury was so fierce that every rock 
was a fortress, every hollow a place for am- 
bush, every family was liable to robbery or 
even fouler abuse, and — 0) burning, 
and assassination were almost daily incidents. 
Tarrytown was the center. Just north of it, 
in the little hollow, Andé was captured, and 
in the old Dutch Cemetery. most of the heroes 
of the time were buried. 

pulation wes chiefly Dutch, and of 
them Gen. Huriey wrote: ** I can do nothing 
with these Dutchmen. I can neither buy 
them with money nor conquer them by force.“ 
The descendants of Huguenot exiles then, as 
now, quite numerous there, were equaliy res- 
lute. and so were most of the Americans of 
English biood, but the humiliating fact must 
be conceded that the meanest Tories came 
from the last class. Besides the active malig- 
nants, who embraced every opportunity to 
torment their Whig neighbors, there were 
many Dutchmen who tried to be neutral and 
only wanted to be left aloue. Both classes oi 
Tories, however, made but a small minority 
of the population, and in no part of the col- 
onies were the people generally more deter- 
mined and persistent for independence. Of 
the long list on the monument at least every 
third name is famous in our history or lit- 
erature, and such names as Paulding; Van 
Wart, Van Tassell, Requa, and De Revere 
call up hosts of memories from the pages of 
Bancroft and Irving.

SUDDEN DEATH OF GEN. W. F. REYNOLDS. 


Heart Failure Causes His EndeHis Life in 
the Service. 

Detroit, Mich., Oct. 18.—[Special. ]}—Gen. 
William Francis Reynolds, a gallant soldier 
in two wars, was found dead in bed at his 
home in this city this morning. He spoke at 
a church meeting last evening and red ap- 
parently in his usual health, He died of 
heart failure. : 


[Gen. Reynolds was born in Canton, 0% in 
March, 1820. He was graduated from est 
Point in 1848 in the same class with t. 
whom he at that time knew. In July of that 
year he was made brevet d-Lieutenaat 
of the Fifth Infantry. He served in the 
Mexican War and was in charge of 
the explorations of the Missouri and Yellowstone 
Rivers in 1859-61. He was chief ap 
engineer of the Department of Virginia in 1861 
and was made a Colonel and ai camp the 
following year. He was in charge of the defenses 
at Harper's Ferry during the Confederate in- 
vasion of Pennsylvania in June, 1868, and chief 
engineer of the defenses of Baltimore same 
month. He was superintending engineer of north 
and northwest lakes, engineer of hthouses on 
northwest lakes and in charge of har improve- 
ments inthe entire lake region from April 14 
1864, to April, 1870. He was brevetted Colonel 
and Brigadier-General in the ar army. at 
the close of the rebellion, was made Lieutenant- 
Colonel March 7, 1867. and Colonel Jan. 2, 
1881.

As the very air we breathe seems to bring out 
all the good that there is in man, as it makes 
him stern and discriminating. so does it seem 
to temper man’s action’s with justice and mercy. 

Broad citizenship ought to rise above every- 

The duty the citizen owes to his country 
ought to be paramount to everything else. It is 
true in this country, under our form of govern- 
ment, we must have parties. They are the safe- 
guard of the republic; they are the check upon 
one another, and, when directed by disinterested 
and unselfish men, are no doubt to best interests 
of the Nation anddo much to purify political 
life. But, unfortunately, of late years, partisan- 
— has too often taken the place of citizenship. 
and the American partisan is now usurping the 
position of the American citizen. 

Citizenship and vartisanship ought to go hand 
in hand, their interests should be identical, their 
relationship should be mutual. One can be a 
good citizen without being a _ partisan, but 
one cannot be a good partisan without being a 

citizen. 
selfish interests and personal aggrandizement 


have unfortunately too often mate the American 


forget his citizenship and remember only his par- 
tisanship. A partisan cannot be disinterestedly 
patriotic. A citizen can. Citizenship without 
patriotism is inconceivable. Partisanship with- 
out patriotism is most natural. 

Citizenship, like patriotism,is a pure. unselfish 
love of country; an eager devotion to her laws 
and institutions; an ardent desire to promote 
her interests and further the welfare of her 


people. 
Is a Sad Spectacle. 


The sad spectacles witnessed of late years in 
our legislative bodies, from our smallest Board 
of Aldermen to that heretofore reve and au- 
gust body that sits in the chamber of the United 

tates Senate, tells the story. It is not uncom- 
mon for the public journals of the day, for the 
ministers of the puipit, and for politicians on 
the stump to point to individual cases of corrup- 
tion in public office. hile this is true, it must 
at the same time not be forgotten t wherever 
there has been one that has n bribed there is 
also a briber; that wherever an official has be- 
trayed his trust tothe community in which he 
lives and which placed confidence in him by 
electing him to the position he held, yet there 
was atthe same time the so-called eminently 
respectable citizen or the paid agent of 
some great corporation, who secured the influ- 
ence desired by purchasing a vote. One is as 
much to blame as th? other; neither are true 
American citizens. Both are a disgrace and 
both are unworthy of the protecting wing of 
the great government under which they live and 
whose great name they disgrace. Neither is to 
be excused. 

Was there ever anything more shocking. was 
there ever anything positively more disgrace- 
ful, was there ever any spectacio more abso- 
lutely horrifying than the testimony of Mr. 
Havemeyer before the Senate investiguting com- 
mittee concerning the sugar tariff and the atti- 
tude of certa.n Senators upon the same ques- 
tion? The one, though living in wealth and lux- 
ury and occupying a position of social standing, 
is as unworthy as the others. who shamefully 
betrayed the trust imposed upon them by the 
great constituency which they represented of the 
great name of a true American citizen. 

It is, indeed, a humiiiating spectacle when, 
as we saw of late in the United States Senate, 
that after the country had been for more than 
eight months kept in a state of uncertainty, 
when the great business interests of this commer- 
cial Nation were suffering, when at a decisive 
moment a vote was to be taken, members of the 
United States Senate left their post of duty and 
attended a game of baseball. Capital amount- 
ing to millions of doliars was lying idie, thou- 
sands of laborers unemployed, spindles and 
looms and furnaces every where inactive, and yet 
so little was their regard for the duties of a true 
American citizen that, rather than sacrifice two 
hours’ pleasure, they allowed these many inter- 
ests to suffer. 

Unfortunately for the welfore of the country 
and as a threatening menace to the perpetuity of 
our institutions is an uofortunate disposition on 
the part of some of our people to preémpt for 
their own personal interests and personal ag- 
grandizements the name of the true American 
citizen. Unfortunately there has developed of 
late a af in certain parts of the country in 
the minds of some misguided persons against 
certain patriotic citizens on aceount of their un- 
tionality and religion. There can be no contra- 
diction between religion and citizenship or be- 
tween religion and nationality. One can certain- 
ly be a good, patriotic American citizen and yet 
at the same time be true to the traditional cus- 
tom and to the religious views of those countribs 
from which one came. We all are, and desire to 
be, proud of the name of an American citizen. 
That name comprises the highest praises of the 
virtues of citizenship, individual liberty, toler- 
ance to others, obedience to the laws, and that 
which unites us all in love for our common 
country. 


Each Man's Right to Think. 


No man’s belief should be charged up against 
him. No discriminations should ever made 
between the atheist and the religionist, between 
the agnustic and the deist. the Jew and the Gen- 
tile, the Catholic and the Protestant. The ro- 
ligious man's belief is his solace and his consola- 
tion; the unbelief of the agnostic may be his 
solace and his consolation. Neither should be 
disturbed; each has a right to think freely. 
Neither must be interfered with in the enjoyment 
of this right. Men drink in their religious belief 
with their mother’s milk. It is impressed upon 
their mind by the voice of a loving father, and 
they will hold fast to it to the day of their death, 
as men hold to a prize of great worth. 

At all times will the conscientious man defend 
his belief, but at no time will he ever question 
the right of a brother member of the haman fam- 
ily to hold a different faith.

A hypnotized man might, therefore, not suf. 
fer pain, Iwill not auswer your question 
positively either way. : 

Dr. Ralph N. Isham said: “I simply don’t 
believe it. I don’t know anything about it 
except that hypnotism and mesmerism are 
identical—the same old thing with a new 
name. Besides, I can form no judgment 
from a newspaper paragraph. It is not a 
matter newspapers can discuss, Here this 
paragraph says that at Dr. Sudduth’s com- 
mand the saliva ceased to flow. I do not be- 
lieve such athing. We have nothing to base 


an opinion on; certainly I have not, therefore 


I do not know.”’ 

Dr. Sanger Brown said: “The question is 
important. My answer is more than nega- 
tive. I believe that hypnotism is positively 
injurious to the nervous system. Cataleptic 
hypnotism is a cessation of the functionating 
of certain brain cells either sensory or motor, 
or both. Ido not believe it could be used as 
a curative agent for inebriety except as it is 
included in what is called moralforce. There 
are brain cells that inhibit men from drink- 
mg. When a man goes to Dwight he rouses 
his inhibiting cells to action by the mere re- 
solve. Once there he is under powerful moral 
forces that continue the effect. The in- 
hibiting cells regain their force and finally 
their normal predominance, So far as that 
is hypnotism it is useful, no further.“ 

Dr. Frederick D. Owsley said: “I must 
reply positively, yes. I am so positive be- 
cause [have performed such an operation 
myself. It was atthe Royat Polyclinic at 
Vienna in 1891. I was assistant to Prof. 
Schnitzel. We had a case of a young girl 
who had a hypertrophic tumor in her nose. 
Cocaine gave her great puin and the professor 
said, jokingly, one day, Send her to sleep, 
doctor.’ I took up the joke and told her to 
fix her eyes on my reflectur and goto sleep. 
To my surprise she did soat once. While 
thus asleep I removed that tumor by galvano- 
cautery, usually a most painful operation. 
At subsequent clinics the cautery was repeat- 
ed. There was no pain and, stranger still, 
less inflammation than usually follows such 
operations. As to the value of hypnotism iu 
curing inebriety | am not so certain, but I 
see great possibilities ahead. 

Dr. MacArthur refused to seriously enter- 
tain the auestione. He did not believe that 
hypnotism was as yet important enough tobe 
studied by the genera! practitioner. 

Dr. Belfield was much of the opinion of 
Dr. Owsley, He alse had 3 opera- 
tions on patients while in the hypnotic state. 
His experience was not that of Dr. Sanger 
Brown as to the evil after effects. There were 
many failures, but some cases where re- 
peated hypnotizations did, so long as they 
were kept up, seem to cure the patient. 


WITHDRAW THE BILL FROM FILES. 


Judge Ewing Permits Attorneys for Miller 
te Wait for an Arrest. 

The withdrawal of a bill from the files of 
the Superior Court for an indefinite period 
upon the order of Judge Ewing caused con- 
siderable comment at the Court-House yes- 
terday. The rules of the court provide for 
a withdrawal of a suppressed bill for only a 
day, and then only upon the substitution of 
its copy. In this instance, however, Judge 
Ewing set aside the rules for the benefit of the 
complainant and continued the suppression 
until service could be secured upon the de- 
fendant, who was understood to have fied 
from the city and would be unlikely to re- 
turn in case the matter was made pub- 
lic. The bill was that of Charles P. 
Miller against Frank M. Witbeck. The 

rties to the suit are lumber dealers and 

Vitbeck was indebted to Miller on a trans- 
action to the amount of $30,000, it is 
claimed. The complainant, fearing that 
Witbeck would leave the city, petitioned for a 
writ of ne exeat and Judge Ewi issued an 
order for Witbeck’s arrest. The bill was 
suppressed for two days. The officer, how- 
ever, could not find Witbeck, and accordingly 
Attorney Jeremiah Leaming for the com- 
plainant came into court and asked 
leave to have the tiles with- 
drawn until Witbeck returned. Judge 
Ewing consented, but Clerks Gary and 
Healy refused to deliver the files until the sup- 
pression had expired and the bill had become 
a matter of public record. The court was con- 
ferred with and insisted that the public was 
not concerned in the affair, and that no injury 
would he done by a withdrawal. The clerks 


declared that other Judges had repeatedly re- 


fuged to allow this, but finally delivered the 
files. Judge Ewing later admitted that the 
general practice of such a method would be 
bad, but believed no harm had been done in 
the present case.

Announcement that the Chicago City rail- 
way company is casting covetous eyes on 


Lake avenue has stirred a mighty uproar 


along that fashionable street. The people 
who own property there say they want no 
trolley cars, horse cars, nor any other sort in 
front of their houses, They are makmg 
preparations to fight the company to a finish. 

When the first hints of the project got out 


four months ago there was a meeting of pro- 


test, and tonight there will be another one 
drawn out by the declaration of General 
Counsel Grinnell that his company is prepar- 
ing to ask again for a franchise along the ave- 
nue. Tonight's meeting will be at the Ken- 
wood club at 8 o’clock. 

In June, when the plan was first agitated, 
the property-owners at their meeting held 
the 11th of that month declared ina set of 
resolutions that there is no need of a railway 
of any sort on Lake avenue, it bemg within 
100 yards of the Illinois Central road, which, 
itis declared,is capable of handling any 
amount of suburban traffic. It is declared 
also that an electric road would utterly ruin 
Lake avenue, one of the most beautiful 
streets in Chicago. The ownersat the June 


meeting pledged themselves to fight against 


any and all schemes to build any kind ofa 
railroad on their avenue. In conclusion they 
drew up this iron-clad agreement, which has 
since been signed by a great many: 

We, the undersigned. property-owners on Lake 
avenue, do hereby agree toand with each other 
until five years from the date hereof that we will 
not at any time, now or hereafter, until five years 
from the date hereof, sign any petition, paper, 
agreement, or release of any easement, to any 
corporation, trustee, or person, grant or per- 
mitting to said any corporation, trustee, or per- 
son the privilege of the building or laying any 


street car railway track or tracks in and upon or 


above on said Lake avenue. in the City of Chi- 
cago, County of Cook, and State of lilinois. 


Strong Mean Oppose It. 


Dr. Almon Brooks, who has a handsome 
home at No. 4643 Lake avenue, says: ** I can 
safely say practically the owners of the entire 
frontage have signed the agreement except 
possibly a few owners of shops along in the 
neighborhood of Fifty-third street.

Dr. Brooks holds that even the talk of un 
electric road on Lake avenue has already in- 
| rty there 
and cites the case of Forty-seventh street as 
an example: 

Property on Forty-seventh street has 
greatly depreciated, and vacant lots that 
would today have been occupied by fine resi- 
dences lie vacant on account of the long 
standing menace of the South Side Street 
railway company. The company’s bold as- 
sertion that it bad a majority of the frontage 
in its favor, and that the trolley was a coming 
certainty on that thoroughfare, bas produced 
its expected disastrous etfect, and the owners 
of vacant lots have thus been corced into 
signing for it, as, under present uncertainty, 
there 1s no demand from those seeking to 
build for residence purposes, and vacant 
lot owners bave been wheedied into the 
belief that the trolley would create a demand 
for their property for business uses, 1 am 
satisfied that it will be ten years before their 
expectation can possibly be realized, if ever. 
The Kenwood district is already accessible by 
ample transportation facilities, and the 
further obstruction of streets by the car com- 
panies is a reckless waste of property values. 
The City Treasury is especially interested in 
the development of property’ from the 
revenue standpoint; depreciated values 
won't reduce assessments, with corre- 
sponding fessening of the city’s income. It 
seems obvious that the City Council would 
well consider the near and remote effect upon 
the growth of vaiues when it is asked to grant 
to car companies the right to occupy streets. 
The residents of a street, diverted from their 
true interests by the mellifluous tongue of 
such vrators asex-Judge Grinnell, should find 
in the City Council enough honesty and a >ili- 
ty toeffectuaily and sacredly guard them 
against interested schemers. 


Talks of Lottery Fakers, 


‘* Laws have been passed in restraint of lot- 
tery fakers and other unconscionable deceiv- 
ers should be effectively balked. What would 
be the effect upon the emotions of property- 
owners on Prairie avenue, between Sixteenth 
and Thirty-first streets, if a franchise should 
be applied for to install a trolley line upon 
that thoroughfare? The whole city would pro- 
test against the intended outrage, and the 
President of the South Side City railway, with 
his neighbors, would put in a prompt ap- 
pearance at the Council chamber, full of indig- 
nation, displaying his just resontment against 
the impudent proposal. Would ex-Judge 
Grinnell dare, then, to assure him that his 
property would be benefited by this trolley 
line? No; he would be on hand with all his 
persusasion marshalled to the point to pro- 
tect his patrons’ interests. Yet experienced 
men have assured us thatin no great length 
of time Prairie avenue must yield to the in- 
evitable encroachment of business, and would 
not the trolley expedite the movement? But 
Prairie avenue should be inviolable, and so 
should Lake avenue. It should be the settied 
policy of the city authorities to absolutely 
protect certain streets and avenues to the use 
of residents. Lake avenue has as great a 
future as any other of the importantly 
located thoroughfares near the lake. When 
Chicago has 3,000,000 or 4,000,000 
people living within its limits, Lake avenue 
will be bounded by imposing and attractive 
residences, because pure air will be a de«ider- 
atum, to say nothing of the attractiveness of 
the view of Lake Michigan. Every year the 
Illinois Central railway is reducing its objec- 
tionable features, and in time they will be in- 
considerable. Observe what tha genius of 
Potter Palmer has done for the north shore. 
Would the City Council deliberately render a 
like grend ornament for the South Side im- 
possible? I for one do not believe it. I be- 
lieve there is and always will be enough pub- 
lic spirit in that body to put down the ignoble 
purpose, even if the South Side City railway 
had wheedled into its favor the technical 
majority of the frontage.

To obtain 
this bonus an agent will o.ten give up the 
amount of commission he is paid, in the way 
of rebates on insurance, giving to the assured 
a paid up policy from anywhere from two to 
twelve months for nothing. The assured is 
not.even called upon to pay for medical ex- 
amination. The larger portion of this amount 
is allowed to lapse at the time when payments 
must begin. 
pany can derive from the writing of this in- 
surance is in the renewal of the poiicies and 
in the paymentof premiums after the amount 
given free expires, A man in Chicago was 
given policies representing $20,000 in a com- 
pany not long ago for which he did not pay a 
single cent. 58 before the expiration of the 
tweive months for which it was written he 
died, and his family received the full amount 
of the insurance less the amount of the premi- 
ums due, 

I was given policies ina big New York 
company for $30,000,” said a man yester- 
duy, and with the policies I received a re- 
ceipt for premiums paid for six months. 
There were two policies for $10,000 each and 
two for $5,000. each, and I was never called 
upon to pay a single dollar for the six months’

I happened to know tne medical exam.oers 
were paid their regular fee, and this came 
either trom the agent or the company itself, 
for I never paid a dollar into the concern.“

Peter MacManus Wants $10,000 for False 
Imprisonment us a Spy. 

Peter MacManus, who is at the Great Nortb- 
ern, is on his why to Wastington, D. C., 
where he will present a complaint against the 
Pernvian Government for false imprison- 
ment, damage to his health, and violation of 
his rights as an American citizen, and ask 
that the Peruvian Government pay him $10,- 
000. Mr. MacManus is a citizen of New 
York, but has resided during the last four 
years in the Argentine Republic, under which 
2 he served two years as a pro- 
essor of English in the national colleges of 
Catamarca and Mendoza.

of ‘Police, Ten minutes after their arrival 
these men left them to return almost im- 
miediately accompanied by armed soldiers. 
Senor Macias said he had orders to search 
their pagenge. Upon being told it had 
been left behind, they were ordered to hand 
over their pocketbooks and accompany him 
to the Prefecture. There they remained 
prisoners in charge of the military guard, 
who searched them, confiscating a revolver, 
a pocketknife, and a pair of spurs. They 
were then separated and each thrust intoa dark 
room full of filth and without beds. 
nigbt was bitterly cold, it bemg winter at an 
elevation of 10,000 feet above the sea level. 
They had not eaten since 1 o'clock the pre- 
vious day, and were thoroughly travel-worn. 
In these dark rooms they stood all night, 
shivering with cold, hungry, thirsty, tired, 
and tormented by vermin. At 9:30 o clock 
that morning the French Vice-Consul, Henri 
Puyo, and the Spanish Vice-Consul, Sefior 
Lam barri y Roldan, appeared and asked to 
ree them, which request was granted. Upon 
| been informed what had occurred Sefior 
Lambarri demanded to know on what 
charges they were imprisoned. Sefior Macias 
| said they were detained by order of the Pre- 
fect, D. Pedro Mas, as foreign spies, and they 
would not be released until the charge 
was disproved. Upon the Consul having men- 
tioned this would entail diplomatic trouble 
| Sefior Macias answered they should follow

Chicago shippers were given a preliminary 
hearmg yesterday in the case which is to de- 
cide whether they will be allowed to compete 
in the South on equal terms with the shippers 
of New York.

On complaint of the 
Chieago Freight Bureau, the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission, May 20, 1894, decided 
the rates from Chicago were unjustly high, 
and discriminated illegally in favor of the 
East. The commission ordered a reduction 
in rates from Chicago te an equality with the 
rates from the East. The Louisville and 
Nashville, as the spokesman of the Southern 
lines, appealed from that decision, and a mas-

reicht Bureau was a preliminary taking of 
testimony for presentation before Judges 
Taft and Lurton at Cincinnati.

ducements in order to divert business.

HOW TO AID INJURED PERSONS. 


Dr. H. W. Gentle Will Instruct Policemen 
of the Ambulance Service, 

Dr. H. W. Gentiles, Secretary of the Colum- 
bian Ambulance Association, will deliver his 
second lecture to the ambulance and patrol- 
wagon force of the First Police District at 2 
o’clock this afternoon at the Harrieou Street 
Police Station.

In Glasgow 
he was connected with the St. Andrews Am- 
bulance Association, which is a national or- 
ganization, having local corps in every large 
city in Great Britain. Soon after his arrival 
here he was engaged by Dr. Owens of the 
World's Fair Medical Bureau to organize and 
take charge of its ambulance corps. As soon 
as the World’s Fair closed he began to agitate 
for the organization of the Chicago Ambu- 
lance Association on the general plan of the 
St. Andrews Ambulance Association. He 
began with Miss Ada Sweet and the Woman’s 
club, and succeeded in working up a great in- 
terest and organizing a society. 

The incorperation papers were secured last 
March, with the following officers and direc- 
tors: 

President, John McLaren; First Vice-Presi- 
dent, Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson ; Second Vice- 

resident, J. C. Stirling; Treasurer, David J. 
Wile; Secretary, Dr. H. W. Gentles; Directors, 
Dr. E. 8.

Dr. Gentles’ plan is eventually to provide 
this association with an ambulance plant, 
aud to do a work which will be partly charita- 
ble and partly for pay. Asnoneof the large 
hospitals of the city has any skilled force of 
this kind, he has every assurance the scheme 


will be successful in every way. In the mean- 


while, he is doing missionary work among 
other parties. He has already organized a 
class among the employés of Carson, Pirie, 
Scott & Co.’s retail store, and provided them 
with a large stock of appliances for the first- 
aid relief of people who are burned, bruised. 
shocked, cut, or taken ill in any way. After 
lecturing the class for some time, the class 
now lectures itself by appointing one of thir 
number to quiz the others, regular meetings 
for this purpose being held. 

Dr. Gentiles considers, however, the great- 
est work to be done for the police force, and 
especially for those who manage the ambu- 
lances and patrol waguns. In his plan he has 
been cordially seconded by the Chief of Po- 
lice and other officials, by whose consent he 
began his work at the first precinct. His 
first lecture was given last Friday, and the 
second will be given this afternoon. It will, 
however, be the same lecture he gave last 
week, as he will lecture toa different class. 
His idea is to train the entire police force be- 
fore he gets through, and tointroducea much 
cheaper and more efficient style of ambulance,

OHIOAGO DUCK HUNTERS PLEASED. 


Famous Horicon Preserves Once More 
Open for the Gunners, 

Chicago sportsmen who for twenty years 
or more have shot ducks on the famous Hori- 
con marsh, Dodge County, Wis., are delighted 
with Judge Sloan’s 
Wednesday at Juneau, Wie. The decision 
dissolves an injunction granted by the same 
court Oct. 6 and establishes the right of the 
Horicon Shooting club and of the Diana 
Shooting club to control absolutely the fa- 
mous 18,000-acre auck preserve for the next 
fourteen years. After Receiver Sandford 
B. Ladd of the Lombard Investment 
company, a Kansas City concern, bought 
the property hnown as the Horicon marsh at 
public sale from United States Marshal Pratt 
June 28 the company gave a lease of 
game preserve to W. R. Grady of Chicago, 
notwithstanding the fact that the Horicon and 
Diana Shooting clubs held a twenty-five-year 
lease of the same privileges as were conceded 
to Mr. Grady. The two clubs, for each of 
which Perey F. Stone of this city 
is Secretary and general manager, 
mained in possession. ‘* Standing pat 
with nine points of law in their favor, 
the clubs; through Mr. Stone, proceeded to 
combat any attempts of interlopers to chase 
ducks in the marshes and pretty bayous of 
the Horicon tract. Soon after Mr. Grady se- 
cured the lease from the Lombard Invest- 
ment company he proceeded to doa whole- 
sale business in permits. He announced 
through the press of Milwaukee and Chicago 
that he would issue permits to hunt ät $3 
each for the season ending Dec. 1.“ Mr. 
Grady added the information that— 

The Horicon marsh was sold by the United 
States Marshal June 23, 1894. at Juneau, and 
bought in by the Lombard Investment company. 
The sale canceled all leases issued to that date. 

Agencies for the’sale of these permits were 
established at various points, and when the 
duck season opened their holders swarmed 
upon the marsh to get their $3 worth of sport. 
In a short time Deputy Sheriffs and Deputy 
Marshals were given all the work they couid 
do in arresting the permit holders for tres- 
pass, and the Dodge County Court dockets are 
said to be filled with names of the men who 
bought these privileges from Mr, Grady and 
his agente. The duck-hunting season opened 
Oct. 1, and after the permit holders had been 
harassed by the minions of the law carry- 
ing the warrants sworn out by Manager 
Stone, Mr. Grady decided upon an attempt 
to estabiish the priority of his claims tot 
ownership of the Horicon mallards. and can- 
vasbacks by due process of law. Oct. 6 he 
went before Judge Sloan and prayed for an 
injunction directed to the Diana Shooting 
club and ordermg the clubs, their agents, 
servants, employés, patrolmen, and watch- 
men absolutely to desist and refrain from 
arresting or prosecuting any persons hunting 
upon the Horicon marshes.” The injunction 
was issued and yesterday was dissolved. 


PURE FOOD SHOW WELL ATTENDED. 


Dr. Green’s Lecture on Food for Invalids 
Well Received For Russian Day. 

It wasan unusually big day at the Pure 
Food Show yesterday. The crowd came 
early and staid late. Dr. Green’s lecture on 
„Food for the Invalid drewa large audi- 
ence and.the topic was of special interest to 
the majority of those present. She said few 
people realized the need of a special diet for 


the sick, 
used in giving medicines food is generally 
considered of far less importance. Continu- 
ing she said: 

People also make a mistake in many cases in 
not giving the sick all the water they wish to 
drink. First, remember that g water is an ab- 
solute necessity. It acts as a solvent in carrying 
off the poisons of fevers and has a tendency to 
lower the temperature. 

Sick persons require liquid diet. For this milk 
is the most perfect and most easily digested. Sub- 
stitutes for milk are meat broths and soups. 
Starchy foods are to be avoided. Foods for con- 
valescents are known as light diet, including jel- 
lies, custards, softzboiled eggs, and milk toast. 
In consumptives fat is needed in the system, and 
foods which supply this should be given. In 
kidney troubles a diet of milk and vegetables is 
— best. 

The strife between the chefs over the awards 
given for samples of their best handiwork has 
broken out anew. It is ‘safe to say there will 
never be another such contest if the present 
management hae anything to say about it. 
There seems to bo much rivairy between the 
French and German.

Twenty roast 
turkeys, crystalized watermelons from Siberia, 
bonbons of Russian candy and fruit, and 
genuine samovars from St. Petersburg from 
which young ladies in Russian costumes will 
serve cups of fragrant caravan tea, will be 
features of the novel dinner.
